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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues with respect to claims 1,18 
and 31, that Rawson et al do not teach or suggest determining an interface corresponding to each facility assigned to provision a DSL 
service and using the interface to convert provisioning data into a specific protocol corresponding to each assigned facility. The examiner 
disagrees. Applicant's attention is directed to Rawson et al patent at col. 7 lines lines 43-48, where Rawson et al clearly teach 
"telecommunication network 170 can provide a bandwidth of 128Kbps or 144Kbps to any of the locations 110. In addition, as 
telecommunication network 170 provide interfaces for local loops with other DSL technologies (e.g., ADSL), remote access connections 
at much higher speeds can be supported" (determining an interface corresponding to each facility assigned to provision a DSL service 
means). Rawson et al clearly teach at col. 11 lines 20-22, "Data switch 150 may need to convert packets into a desired format suitable 
for delivering data to targets 160-A and 160-B." (using the interface to convert provisioning data into a specific protocol corresponding to 
each assigned facility means). 

The Sundaresan et al (primary reference) teach an operational support system (OSS) processing orders for high bandwidth connections 
on based on digital subscriber loop (DSL) techonoloy (Abstract lines 1-3), and Rawson et al (secondary reference) provide a remote 
access connection having a bandwidth of 128Kbps or 144Kbps to any location (home, businesses, etc.) (Abstract lines 1-8) 
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
